present day duty of tbe teacher. 


(6) There was consecration, and this 


is tc-3ay as important as ever, both for 
teacher and scholar, an earnest, conse- 
crated life. 


(7) There was joy, so will there be in 


every S. S. wbicb is faithful to tbe prin- 
ciples for which It was instituted.

After tbe reports of officers and the 


appointment of committees, the conven- 
tion Thursday morning, proceeded to 
the consideration of present day meth- 
ods. Rev. Downie presented tbe Home 
Department of tbe 8. S. which is orga- 
nized for those wbo cannot be reached 
by the 8. S.; it Is tbe connecting link 
between those who would not or could 
net attend. It gives these a chance to 
share in the blessings of S. B. work. 
Visitors dispense the literature to tbe 
homes and there the lesions are studied 
by the aged, tbe infirm and by those 
wbo live at too great a distance to come. 
This department of S. S. work has 
opened the Bible In thousands ot homes, 
it has set np many a family altar and 
baa reclaimed many a back-slider. It is 
well worth the while and small expense 
it costs to establish this feature in every 
community and town. Other method!, 
such as the normal class which has for

wood, Pa., next gave an address on 
"What May the S. S. Learn From tbe 
Day School ?" The 8. S. as the day 
school deals with the human mind, but 
with different object. The method of 
the day school is mostly inductive but 
tbis method Is not all-sufficient, for bow 
can any one lead a child to the conclu- 
sion, fixed as it is, tbat all tbe world 
should be saved. Dr. Harris expresses 
this difference nicely when he says tbat 
there are many things which cannot be 
reached by methods of reasoning, but 
must be believed on tbe authority which 
they manifest. Tbe aim of the R. 8. is 
to reach boys and girls for Christ. What- 
ever be the aim of tbe day school, it ig- 
nores the Bible largely. One very Im- 
pressiva remark was tbat a knowledge 
ot tbe Bible is necessary to a perfect un 
deretanding of the English literature. 


Some of the things in tbe day school 


may be copied by the S. S. to some ad- 
vantage: 


0) It deals with tbe will and emotions 


which require intellectual processes. 


(2) The idea of grading may be partly 


borrowed. 


(3) Tbe idea of Incentives and rewards, 


though tbe speaker emphatically de- 
clared that Ihe best work, whether in 
tbe 8 S or day school, is the work free 
from artificial Incentives. In a word, 
while the day school makes much of tbe 
"letter," let it be tbe aim of the 8 S to 
make even more of the Spirit, for the 
"letter is death but tbe Spirit 1> life." 


State-worker Stahl spoke Thursday 


evening on S. S work In general in tbe 
State and of the international wni-t 


Van Ormer on Thursday evening on 
"Tbe Age of Spiritual Awakening." 
His statistics were deduced from 10,000 
memoirs and therefore his message came 
frangbt with much convincing power 
tbat as tbe age of principal development 
is most rapid for boys between 14 and 18 
years, and for girls between 12 and 16 
years, BO the awakening of tbe dominant 
powers ff the soul usually manifest 
themselves most noticeably between tbe 
ages of H and 1G years. He illustrated 
bis points by curves on a canvass, show- 
ing quite plainly the earliest periods of 
conversion, culminating at 14 and 16 
years respective!}, and then sinking 
gradually down till at 38, but few arouse 
themselves from spiritual stupor. In 
this downward curve is taught tbe les- 
son tbat tbe church and parent must do 
its work with tbe young and not tbe old. 
Two more points which he established 
were: 


(1) It Is dangerous to repress a spirit- 


ual awakening. 


(2) It Is dangerous to over-press a 


spiritual awakening which Is commonly 
known as "the hot-house method." 
Keep hands off when you see tbat things 
are growing slowly, be it yonrs to keep 
the atmosphere clean and pure. "Don't 
pull up the plant to see if it has taken 
root."

Dr. Brumbaugh illustrated this point 


of view last year m a talk to tbe school

county of tbis State that bad a comfort- 
able school house which had eost about 
1600. There was dissatisfaction with it 
and it was finally pulled down and a new 
school bouse erected at a cost of $2200.
